New York, April !.—E. H. Harriman, 
reached this city late today, to all ap- 
pearances a reinvigorated man, after 
his long combination vacation and 
business trip over the network of Har- 
riman railroads in the west, the south- 
west and in Mexico. “I'm all right 
now,” was his terse and expressive re- 
- Joinder to a questien as to the state of 
his health. 

“Retirement? I’ve not had time to 
think about it,“ said Mr. Harriman. 
“I’m a little tired once in a while, but 
that’s to be expected. There’s too much 
work for me to’do to think of retire- 
ment. yet.” 

Turned Tables on Reporters. 

Mr. Harriman's special train, which 
came An over the New York Central 
road, halted at Yonkers, just on the 
outsKirts of the city, to take aboard a 
rarty of newspaper men. Jumping off 
the rear platform, the financier, in 
light overcoat and gray felt hat, greet- 
ed the party cordially, and readily sub- 
mitted to the exactions of the photogra- 
phers. | 

The members of his party, in fact, 
turned the tables on the visitors.

Less Red Tape and More Work. 
Less red tape and more work“ was 
the motto he recommended as a pre- 
cept in governmental circles. 
“Blasticity in expenditure, making 
he outgo fit the income; these are the 
Principles that ought to rule in gov- 
ernmental as in private business, he 
declared.

ded in a dignified and lib- 
eral way, the results achieved should 
be commensurate with the appropria- 
tions. I realize the difficulty of securing 
continuity in government work, uncer- 
tain year-to-year appropriations pre- 
venting anything like consistent plan- 
ning ahead in many instances. But there 
could de improvement over present 
methods.“ 

Mr. Harriman said he found in the 
west and southwest a vastly changed 
sentiment toward the railroads. With 
such a sentiment predominant there 
would be -encouragement for the rail- 
roads to go ahead with development 
work, he thought. ; 

“The troubie-is, however,“ he said, 
“that changed sentiment has not yet 
been crystallized into changed laws. The 
same repressive laws still stand on the 
statute books and until they are afer- 

' ed, there will be no really practicable 
paste to work upon.“ 

As te Wage Reduction. 

Asked as to posgible wage reductions 
by the railroads, Mr. Harriman said: 

e have not even considered the mat- 
ter in the offices of our roads and shall 
not so long as we can afford to pay the 
present rates. We want the best and 
most efficient men to be had and we 
expect to pay them well for their ef- 

jent work.“ 

. . Harniman said that about $21 000. 
9000 nad alfeady been spent on the South. 
ern Pacific's Mexican line extension, and 
that not improbably an expenditure of 
$50,000,000 altogether would be neces- 
sary to complete the work.

When asked if he was to become ac- 
tively identified with the New York Cen- 
tral, Mr. Harriman replied that he was 
not bothering his head about that mat- 
ter. Neither had he reached any agree- 
ment with the Hill interests in the west, 
he declared.

As to the extent of his 
business activities in the immediate fu- 
ture, he declared, “I am still drifting,

Baltimore, Md., April 1.—William F. 
Downs, the young clerk in the office of 
the city register, continues under ar- 
rest, charged with embezzlement of 
funds belonging to the city, and further 
probing into the matter which appears 
to reveal an even worse state of af- 
fairs in the city hall than had been 
expected. Downs was given a further 
bearing this afternoon before lice 
Magistrate Johanssen, during 4 
State’s Attorney A. S. J. Owens stated 
in asking that Downs be held, that the 
amount of money taken from the city 
would probably amount to $100,000. 

Bail Fixed at $50,000. 

Magistrate Johanssen held the accused 
for a hearing tomorrow afternoon, 
without bail. Downs’ attorney there- 
upon secured a writ of habeas corpus 


bridge, the attorney declaring the hold- 
ing of Downs without bail to be an out- 
rage. Judge Stockbridge, however, sus- 
tained the action of the magistrate, 
through upon agreement of the attor- 
neys Of both sides, bail was finally 
fixed by the judge at $50,000. 

It is charged that on numerous occa- 
sions, when Downs went to make de- 
posits in the several banks in which 
the city has accounts, he made out de- 


to $2,000 less than the deposits should 
have been, and afterwards changed the 
bank teller’s figures in the bank book 
to show that the full deposits had been 
made. 
Downs a Lavish Spender. 
Downs is 26 years old, and has been 
Married twice, his first wife having 
died. He has been living in a style 
very far beyond the means of a. 8900 a 
he was receiving 
until recently, when he was promoted 
to a $1,400 clerkship, much against his 
will. His peculations appear to trace 
back to July 1, 1907. | 
He has been known widely as a lavish 
spender. He kept a couple of race 
horses, had a quartette of prize fight- 
ers regularly in his pay, spent much 
money on prize ‘fights and horse races, 
sporting trips out of town and on 
women and dressed in expensive style. 
His home is splendidly furnished. To 
some of those in whose company he 
spent largé sums of money, he is re- 
ported to have said that hig first wife 
left him a large fortune, and to others 
that he won heavily on horse races. 
Downs is bonded in a local bonding 
company to the extent of $3,000. and 
City Register Thomas to the amount of 
$50,000. The latter bond, it is claimed. 
covers any defalcation in the city reg- 
ister’s office, but this appears to be in 
some doubt.

Wily Chief Hides and} And Also Attacks Woman 


Laughs at Pursuit. 


Oklahoma Editors Begin to 
Treat Trouble as a Joke, Al- 
luding to It as the “Smoked 
Beef Rebellion“ Troops to 
Be Withdrawn. 


Pierce, Okla., April 
Checotah.)»—What a Muskogee news- 
paper calls the smoked beef re- 
bellion,” alleging the same to be con- 
siderable of a joke, is all but over. In 
a day or two the militia, it is expected, 
will be withdrawn. 

McIntosh county will feed between 80 
and 100 prisoners, not one of whom re- 
sisted arrest and Chitto Harjo, other- 
wise Crazy Snake, will exercise all due 
caution about appearing in public.

Crazy Snake's Letter.

Snake’s former house on a ewell of 
prairie which the Creek leader dis- 
dained to cultivate despite the example 
of -a-white- neighbor, whose furrows are 
already turned and harrowed for the 
season’s cotton crop. The Snake place 
is a-one-room shanty with a rickety 
porch and tig chimney. The ground 
around it has never been plowed and 
lean dogs yelp amid the weeds.

Burnett of Niabana Takes 0 
Cudgels for Women of 
United States 


WOMEN BADLY TREATED 
BY Tht REPUBLICANS 


Limit Passed, Baye Congress- 
man Burnett, by Putting 
High Tariff Garters, Cor- 
sets, Stockings\ and Union 
Suits—Speech Convulsed the 


House. 


Washington, April 1.—(Special.)—De- 
claring that he stood for free garters, 
free stockings, free corset covers and 
free union s@its, Mr. Burnett; of Ala- 
bama, convulsed the house at the night 
session on inveighing against the man- 
ner in which the women of the United. 
States are treated by the Payne.tariff 
bill. 

Deliberate Blow at Women. 

“It seems to me, Mr. Chairman, said 
Mr. Burnett, “that the republican mem- 
bers of the ways and means commit- 
tee, in the preparation of this bill, aimed + 
‘a deliberate and premeditated blow at 
the American woman.“ 

He explained that he was not sur- 
prised at the course of some iof the 
more ancient members of the commit- 
tee, as the warm blood of youth had 
long since ceased to course through 
their veins.“ 

What did shock him, 
the “unprovoked treatment” accorded 
women all through the bill by the 
“princely young gentleman from Ohio,“ 
Mr. Longworth, “the gallant and chival- 
rous gentleman” from West Vinginia, 
Mr. Gaines; “the fiery and impetuous 
youth” from Michigan, Mr. Fordney, and 
and the committee baby“ from Wash- 
ington, Mr. Opshman.

for these gentle 
men to go to fooling with hosiery, 
union suits and corset covers,“ contin-

“In thirty-six states, 
the inheritance tax prevails,“ he said, 
“and I believe in none is an income tax 
levied. By an income tax you do not 
duplicate the taxes of so many states. 
and do not follow the hearse of the 
dead to pick his bones.“ 

Interesting information regarding the 
coal trade was given dy Mr. Hues, 
of West Virginia, while Mr. Reynolds, 
of Pennsylvania, urged protection for 
the independent blast furnaces of New 
York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania.

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Hot Debale in Senate Over 
Republican Method of 
Framing Tariff Bill 


SQUARE DEAL FOR SOUTH 
DEMANDED BY DEMOCRATS

Rayner Says if There Must Be 
a Robber Tariff, He Wants 
Fair Division of the Plunder. 
Bailey Resents Attempt of 
Aldrich to Speak for the

Washington, April i.—(Special.)—Sena- 
tor ‘(Bacon's resolution expressing the 
sense of the senate that the tariff hear- 
ings. of the senate finance committee 
should be open to members of the mi- 
nority party, awakened things to a Hve- 
ly pitch in the senate today. Most of 
the heavy artillery in that body was un- 
limbered. It was the first serious bat- 
tle of the tariff fight. 

Senator Aldrich insisted that the pro- 
cedure adopted in this case was similar 
to that which had been the practice of 
the senate for fifty years in dealing 
with tariff measures, and he added that 
the same method was adopted in han- 
dling the Wilson tariff bill, for which, 
he said, a substitute was framed by a 
subcommittee composed of democrats. 
The democrats made strenuous conten- 
tion for representation at hearings by 
the committee, and argued that the re- 


publican members sitting as such had 


no right to authorize the expenditure 
of the public funds in furtherance of 
an ex parte consideration of the bill in 
committee. The resolution was finally re- 
terred to the committee on finance. 
Outrageous, Says Rayner. 


45 
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Senator NRayner, of Maryland, char- 


acterized the proceedings as the most 
outrageous parliamentary procedure he 
had ever heard of in the law-making 
bodies of the civilized world. While 
dignified in his references to Senator 
Aldrich, chairman of the committee, he 
thundered denunciation at the practice 
of the committee in «excluding demo- 
crats from the hearings at which wit- 
nesses were examined in regard to tariff 
schedules. 

“President Roosevelt charged that the 
democrats were too academic, said the 
senator from Marland. “I have re- 
cently come to appreviate more fully 
the meaning of that word. It takes us 
back to Athenian groves. If this action 
of the republican members of the finance 
committee is to continue, the democrats 
who are supposed to be members of that 
committee might as well retire to their 
homes. The senator from Florida should 
return to the groves of Florida, and

STEEL TRUST LOST. 
‘TO INDEPENDENTS 


Struggle for 100,000 Acres 
of Coal Land Ends. 


United States Steel Combine 
Was After the Property, but 
It Was Secured by the Inde- 
pendent Steel Concerns. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April |.—Beating the 
United States Steel Corporation, which, 
it is said, had been intending to secure 
the property, a deal was closed today 
by independent steel concerns for 100,- 
000 acres of the Pittsburg coking coal, 
lying in Greene, Fayette and Washing- 
ton counties, Pennsylvania, at the price 
of $50,000,000. The property purchased, 
and on which the first phyment was 
made today 40 representatives of the 
owner, was held by J. V. Thompson, of 
Uniontown, Pa., and his associates. 

The sale was made to a holding com- 
pany, representing, it is said, every im- 
portant independent steel company in 
the country, except Jones & Laughlin, 
of Pennsylvania, who are said not to be 
interested in the deal. Charles M. 
Schwab, of the Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany, is said to be at the head of thé 
new concern, and it has been rumored 
that John-W. Gates was behind the deal. 

All the coal in the purchase made to-“ 
day belongs to the Pittsburg vein, and 
averages nine feet in thickness. Mr. 
Thompson has been fifteen years in ac- 
quiring the tract, having bought .most 
of the coal in small tracts from farmers 
at an average price of about $36 an 


acre,

Charged With Arson. 

According to the statement of Deck- 
er, Griffith had been engaged 
general merchandise business at Bel- 
fagti, Honduras, with a Miss Beau- 
champ, formerly of Jacksonville, Fla., 
and last winter went to New York, 
where he purchased the Carolin Vought, 
the schooner sailing in ballast for Hon- 
duras. Early in the March the store 
building and living rooms at Belfatti, 
owned by Griffith and Miss Beauchamp, 
were burned, and the two arrested, 
charged with arson, although the bulld- 
ing was not insured.

Nerrowly Escapes Wreck. | 


Helpless, the - Airship Drifted ' 
for Four Hours While Count 
Zeppelin Waited for an Op- |

Munich, April ne “Zeppelin airship | 


made an attempt today to fl from 

Friedrichshafen to this city and back. 
It encountered a storm and was driven 
far out of its original course and after 
eleven hours in the air landed safely 
at Dingolfing, 65 miles northeast of Mu- 
nich. 

Part of the journey was made under 
ciecumstances of peril; one of the motors 
refused to work, and it was imposstele 
for the airship to make headway against 
the wind that increased steadily in vio- 
| lence. . 

Helpless and drifting rantais to lee- 
ward, the airship ‘traveled for four 
hours while Count Zeppelin and his men 
awaited an opportunity to make.a safe 
landing. They were followed over the 
country by soldiers in swift automobiles 
and by three squadrons of heayy cav- 
alry. The troops were sent out to be 
ready to render assistance when a de- 
scent was attempted. The airship out- 
distanced them and they were not in at 
the finish. a 

Count Zeppelin spent the night elose 
to where his airship landed on a marshy 
tract, 48 miles northeast of Munich. He 
took up quarters in the automobile of 
Count von Oberstadt, president of the 
Bavarian Auto Club, which was special- 
ly bufit. for camping out. 

As soon as it was known that Count 
Zeppelin had landed, troops hurried up 
from various sections to render assist- 
ance. A battalion of infantry and ‘three 
squadrons of heavy cavalry. were the 
first to arrive on the scene. Later came 
the balloon corps from Munich, having 
with them gas and apparatus for the 
refilling of the balloon, if necessary. 
Great crowds of people flocked to the 
scene, and they remained beside the 
airship until long after nightfall. 

Count Zeppelin’s feat in safely landing 
in a gale which was blowing about 35 
miles an hour, is highly praised by 
aeronauts who have tried the experi- 
ment. He was desirous of returning to 
Munich to spend the night, but the wind 
increased in violence and it was inipos- 
sible for him to do so. Count Zeppelin, 
however, intends to resume his voyage 
early tomorrow morning, and will make 
another attempt to land at Munich.

To this recommendation by Governor Terrell of an inheritance tax the | 


legislature gave no heed: 


A reasonable tax upon collateral inheritances, under proper limitations, | 


would be just and wise. Professor Seligman, of Columbia university, a lead- 
ing American writer on economics, says: The inheritance tax today 3 
needs defense; it is found in almost every country. and the more democratic 
the country, the more developed the tax Thirty of the forty-five states 
of the union have an inheritance tax, and a majority ef these thirty levy a 

tax upon both direct and collateral] inheritances. The older progressive states, 
like New York, Pennsylvania and Massachusetts, have such systemg in opera- 
tion, and collect thereby a large percentage of their revenues. The state of 
California, which in population and wealth is considerably smaller than Georgia, 
with only a tax on collateral inheritances, collects annually thereby from 
$260,000 to $300,000. Under a weil-considered and practical measure we might 
expect at least as good results in Georgia. 


Despite the fact that the legislature had its attention called to the 
existence of the inheritance tax in thirty states, the subject was ignored. 

The thirty-six states which already have this law are somewhat fearful 
that national action upon this line will trespass upon their prerogatives and, 
perhaps, endanger their laws. It is far from certain, therefore, that the 
national inheritance tax will go through; if it does not, it will be simply 
because this source of revenue is to be left to the states. 

This will be definitely known by the time Georgia’s general assembly 
meets the latter part of June, and its members should come to Atlanta 


prepared to go right into the subject and enact an inheritance tax 
statute. P 


The inheritance tax must come to Georgia very soon now, whether it 
comes through national or state legislation. 

National legislation might cast doubt upon state action, at least until 
the equity and propriety of both state and national taxation upon such 
property had been determined. 


But if the national proposal fails, Georgia should adopt this tax at this 
summer’s session of the legislature. 


THE RETIREMENT OF MR. BARRETT. 


It is difficult to estimate the incessant responsibility and the grinding 
nerve strain resting upon the man who directs an army rising 2,500,000 
souls, and these people of the most radically diverse temperaments and 
problems. 

That has been the role of Charles S: Barrett for more than three years 
as president of the National Farmers’ Union. 

Called upon, at a moment’s notice, and very frequently, to travel from 
Georgia to the Pacific; his diplomacy hourly demanded in the arbitration of 
disputes and issues ranging from a minimum price upon the south’s staple 
crop to a squabble between petty officials beset by shrewd and tenacious 
politicians seeking to involve the union in partisan ends; fencing with the 
most adroit and unscrupulous plotters and schemers in their attempt to 
trade upon tke confidence and credulity of the farmer; galvanizing sluggish 
“locals” into life and seasoning the ardor of the too-adventurous—his has 
been an occupation draining mental and physical energy and threatening the 
poise indispensable to the equable discharge of his duties. 

It is impossible to speak in brief compass of Mr. Barrett’s loyal service 
to the rural population of America, particularly that of the south. During 
his regime, and largely through his efforts, the southern farmer is today 
more keenly alive to his interests, more effectively instructed in the en- 
forcement of his rights, than at any previous era in the section’s history. 

Those knowing Mr. Barrett best will feel also that as long as he 
lives he will be an instrumental figure in materializing the better destiny 
of the American farmer. More familiar with the moods and tenses of 
that latter baffling composite than any American in contemporaneous af- 
fairs, rugged in honesty, quick and broad in ‘equipment, he must ever ex- 


ercise a dominant influence upon the course of rural sentiment in this 
country 


* 
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“DOPED” FOOD. 


Pennsylvania is considering the enactment of a law legalizing the use 
of benzoate of soda and similar chémicals in the preservation of foods. 

It has a precedent for this course in the action of the general govern- 
ment refusing to prohibit the use of these chemicals, in spite of the con- 
demnation and warning of Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, chief of the bureau of 
chemistry. 

So the states, or some of them, are preparing to open the floodgates 
tor “doped” food. 

With such encouragement as statutes legalizing the use of these chem- 
icals, it cannot be doubted that the practice will increase until the shelves 
of every little grocery store are loaded down with questionable food prod- 
ucts; it is an innvitation to the food embalmer. 

There are three excellent reasons why the use of this class of chemical 
preservatives should be forbidden by law: They are probably deleterious to 
the human system, for the contrary has not been established; they are 
known to be used to prevent and conceal decay in inferior food products 
often made from waste materials, and, finally, it has been established be- 
yond all question that their use is unnecessary where pure and wholesome 
food substances are employed. 

In this fight the interests of the public and the manufacturers of pure 
foods are in harmony, since, naturally, these manufacturers are combatting 
laws and regulations which permit chemically preserved waste to come into 
competition with their higher class non-chemical products. 

Nevertheless, their. fight is in the public interest, and the people should 
sustain them. 

It will be recalled what a disturbance was raised a few years ago 
over the “embalmed beef” that was furnisned the American army. 

That was the result of efforts of certain packers to unload upon the 
army bad meat in Which it had been sought to arrest the decay by the use 
of just such chem.cals as are now attacked. 

Americans have had enough of “doped” food, and, the federal “govern- 
ment to the contrary notwithstanding, every state should rather take meas 
ures to stop the sale of it. 
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THE WOMEN AND THE TARIFF. 


The General Federation of Women’s Clubs, of San Antonio, in sessions 
presided over by the national president general, is preparing to launch 2 
crusade against proposed changes in the tariff which ans radically increase 
the price to the consumer of hosiery. 

Recently The Constitution detailed at length the manner in which pro- 
jected alterations in the tariff would place heavy and needless burdens upon 
the glove and hosiery consumers of America. Where the former now sell 
at $1.00, they would, under the new schedule, sell at $1.35 or more; where 
the latter‘now sell at 25 cents, they would then sell at 35 cents and more. 

Making a farce of the principle of protection and dased solely upon the 
greed to create indefensible monopolies, it is the plain duty of democratic | 
congressmen to unalterably oppose these changes.

GEORGIA SPORTSMEN 
WILL MEET IN ATLANTA 


The Protection of Game Will 
Be Considered on 
May 18. 


The Association of Georgia Sports- 
men, which is endeavoring to frame 
and have passed by the next legisla- 
ture a bill looking to the protection of 
game in the state, has decided to hold 
a meeting in this city on May 16. The 
meeting will be held in the senate 
chamber at the capitol, at lo o’clock 
in the morning. Because of a conven- 
tion of Elks which will be in session 
in the city at the time, reduced rates 
from all parts of the state will be ob- 
tainable, and a large attendance at the 
meeting of sportsmen is expected. 

The bill which it is hoped to frame 
will embody the following points: 

First, by prohibiting the sale of 
game, market and pot hunters will be 
stopped. Second, by requiring payment 
of a license, those unwilling to pay 
for the privilege will be stopped, and 
the funds arising from the sale of 
licenses will enable the game commis- 
sion to enforce this law. Third, by re- 
quiring written permission to hunt on 
the lands of others, 90 per cent, or 
more, of the negroes and idle whites 
will be stopped, and taking away this 
temptation to quit work will help, the 
farmers to have their work go on 
more regularly; and the land owners 
can then decide who may hunt on 
their lands; and the game wardens will 
undertake the unpleasant duty of 
prosecuting those who violate any part 
of this law. Fourth, by shortening the 
open season, cutting out the month of 
November, when many of the quail are 
too young to fly fast or far; in this 
month heretofore more quail have been 
killed than in any other of the open 
season; this will also be better for the 
farmers, as it will postpone the driv- 
ing and riding through the fields until 
the crops are mostly gathered; and the 
farmers will also then have more time 
to join in the sport.

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HOT SPRINGS LOCATED 
IN EASTERN GEORGIA 


That Part of the Country May 
Develop Into a at 
Winter Resort. 


(From The New York Herald.) 

Washington, D. C.—The only thermal 
waters of the southern Atlantic states 
known to exist outside of the Ap- 
palachian region are those of Warme 
Springs, Meriwether county, Georgia, 
about eighty-five miles southwest of 
Atlanta. The place is in the Piedmont 
plain, whose gently underlatory surface 
extends eastward to the coast and 
southward to the lowlands of Florida. 

Information in regard to these springs 


is scanty, and as the location, the fa- 


vorable climatic condftions and the 
character of the water indicate the de- 
velopment of the locality into a great 
winter resort, some detailed notes in re- 
gard to them published by the United 
States Geological Survey in Water Sup- 
Ply Paper No. 146 are of special] in- 
terest, 

The most conspicuous feature of the 
part of Georgia in which these springs 
occur is a long, low wooded ridge, ria- 
ing 300 to 400 feet above the plateau 
and called Pine mountain. A part of 
the Pine mountain region has not been 
mapped out, but the ridge extends for 
fifty miles in a direction a little north 
of east across the northern half of the 
area called by the Geological Survey 
the Talbotton quadrangle, a map of 
which is for sale by the survey. The 
location of the springs is shown on this 
map. 

Location of Springs, 

These springs issue from the north 
base of a northern spur of Pine moun- 
tain, and the discharge has been de- 
termined by engineers of the Geological 
Survey to be about 1,8 gallons a min- 
ute. The water is limpid and tasteless, 
but not flat, and chemical analyais 
shows it to be nearly identical in com- 
position with the water of one of the 
famous hot springs of Arkansas. The 
Arkansas water jis, however, much hot- 
ter (temperature 146 degrees Fahren- 
heit) than that of the Georgia springs 
(temperature about 87 degrees Fahren- 
heit) and deposits carbonate of lime 
about the outlet; the Georgia water 
forms no deposit and there are no old 
hot springs deposits near the Warm 
Springs. 

The structural conditions at the Warm 
Springs indicate an ascent of the water 
along an open channel in a great frac- 
ture. The water is ordinary ground 
water, derived from precipitation, which 
has slowly trated deep enough 
to be hea by the warm low-lying 
rocks. With sufficient head and an 
open conduit, permitting rapid ascent, 
such waters will rise to the surface and 
issue as hot springs. On the basis of a 
mean temperature of 60 degrees Fah- 
renheit at the locality, with an increase 
of one degree Fahrenheit for each sixty 
feet of depth, the temperature of the 
Georgia springs indicates an ascent 
from a depth of 1,600 feet below the 
present surface—a very moderate depth. 

Another spring, scarcely a mile dis- 
tant, yields water that is very cold—so 
cold, indeed, that the United States 
fish hatchery, which uses it, has found 
its temperature too low for the propa- 
gation of certain kinds of fish. 


Distribution of Hot Springs. 

The distribution of hot springs in the 
United States coincides very closely 
with that of the mountain uplifts. They 
occur in the Appalachian region of the 
Atlantic border, but are lacking in the 
Mississippi valley and Great Plains re- 
gions, except where the mountains rise 
above the general level, as at Hot 
Springs, Ark., in the Ozarks, and at 
Hot Springs, S. D., in the Black Hills. 


and Pacific coast regions, hot and even 
boiling springs are common, es 

in connection with areas show 
traces of recent volcanic action. The 
Georgia springs present no unusual 
features except their occurrence out- 
side of the area of Appalachian folding 
and their remoteness from recent ig- 
neous intrusions.

CAPT. BOYD STRO 


NGLY URGES 


PARDON OF CHARLES PIRKLE 


* 


Captain William Riley Boyd has 
written the following letter to The 
Constitution, giving reasons why 
Charley Pirkle, a young white boy 
now in the state penitentiary under a 
life sentence for murder, and who was 
convicted on circumstantial evidence, 
while public feeling Was at a high 
pitch, should be pardoned: 

Editor Constitution: There does not 
eppear upon any known record one 
valid reason for longer detention of 
Charley Pirkle, who is innocent of any 
crime calling for. legal penalty. 

In 1902, more than seven years ago, 
it wae presumed that an old woman 
of 72 had been murdered; later de- 
velopements indicate that she died 
from natural cause, and that no mur- 
der was committed. At the trial held 
in Hall county there was intense ex- 
citenient, and a demand for a lynching. 
In deference to this feeling, the jury 
brought in a verdict of “guilty” for 
both defendants, and Charley Pirkle 
became a life convict. I have gone 
carefully over the evidence produced, 
and do not hesitate to affirm that in 
no single particular feature is such 
verdict justified; there cannot be found 
within the limits of Georgia twelve 
men who now would so decide, after 
bearing the evidence pro and con. 

The verdict was a concession to the 
then popular will, which has since 
changed, so that now ali over the sec- 
tion where thé boy is known there 
comes demand for his pardon and re- 
ease. Evrey man of this jury has 
signed a petition for his release. Why 
does the state continue to hold him 
in-custody? we ask, but there comes no 
answer; indeed, there is no answer 


that possible which justifies our action, or 


rather our continued non on. 

If this boy is released, he will be 
taken in charge by his old father, who 
in eloquent and pathetic terms asks for 
clemency. Shall we say no? 

The application for pardon was made | 
in 1904, after the excitement had quiet- 
ed, and was r way by reason

f it tire ts, when untrain-

perienced, was induced by an older. 
convict to make his escape. He was 
recaptured, and now, after seven years 
of imprisonment, faces a life term, not 
because he is guilty of any crime, only 
he ran away. Does this act justify the 
extreme penalty? His keepers, without 
any known exception, believe him .to 
be “a good boy, innocent, and incapable 
of crime or deserving of punishment;’ 
and these men with experience are apt 
to be correct in their estimate of a 

prisoner.

0 MORE CONVICTS 
AT CHATTAROOCHEt 


Scenes Attending Demise 
of Lease System. 


At Dawn the Men Were Di- 
vided Among the Represen- 
tatives of the Various Coun- 
ties— All White Men Taken 
by Fulton. 


They broke up housekeeping with 


the state convicts at Chattahoochee 
brick yards, near Atlanta, yesterday 
morning. Last night the men who 
parted at dawn, some of whom had 
been together for twenty and thirty 
years, were sleeping in fourteen differ- 


ent counties in Georgia, ready to go to 


work this morning for good roads in 
Georgia. 

The emigration from the convict 
camp began at daybreak, and the Ful- 
ton county assignment, the last to 
leave the stockade, left there in 
wagons at 8 o’clock. : 

Their places in the brick yards were 
taken by free labor, many of whom 
arrived to apply for work at the break 
of day. 

There was nothing sensational inci- 
dent to the change, no effort at es- 
cape, no joyful shouts to welcome the 
change in the class of work to be done. 
If anything, there was an air of sad- 
ness hanging over the men about to 
legve the work and wardens they knew 
te go into foreign fields and under new 
regimes. 

Captain Casey Divided Convicts. 

Wednesday night Captain Casey, in 
charge of the camp. received word 
from the prison commission to divide 
the men into squads for the various 
ceunty officials. 

It was thought by some that the di- 
vision was to take place Thursday 
morning. when each county would de 
represented and allowed to take turn 
about in choosing. in 

The order from the commission 
caused Captain Casey and his deputies 
to stay up all of last night separating 
into squads the 141 negro convicts and 
arranging the white convicts, all of 
whom went to Fulton county... 

As a farewell offering, the convicts 
were given a big supper Wednesday 
night, with plenty of fruit and to- 
bacco on the side. As a result, they 
were all smiles and grins when they 
bade their keepers goodby. Practically 
all night long they were awake and 
talking, sending messages, singing and, 
having a farewell jollification.

With the Change—tTrusties 
Must Now Wear Shackles. 


No Chance to Make Money 


Under New System. 


So far as the prison commission hack 
learned yesterday afternoon the trans- 
fer of some 1,600 state convicts had 
been made from the lease camps to the 
various counties taking them for road 
work, without a mishap of any mo- 
ment. ' 

The commission raceived reports from 
several of the camps in the afternoon, 
and these indicatéd that everything had 
passed off without trouble. So far no 
escapes have been reported. 

Reports coming from many of the 
camps seem to indicate that the con- 
iets themselves regret the termination 
of the lease system. In the words of 
Shakespeare, their attitude is they 
“would rather bear the ills they have 
than fly to others that they know 
not or.“ N 

Such were the reports that wardens 
brought from the Chattahoochee and 
Sugar Hill camps, and the same is 
heard from others. 

One of the convicts said to the war- 
den at the Sugar Hill camp: 

“Its hell up here, captain. 
‘fraid worse is comin’ to us.“ 

Shackles on the Trusties. 

Not a few of the convicts who have 
been in the penitentiary for years have 
become what are known as “trusties.” 
They wear no shackles, have the free- 
dom of the camp, and within certain 
limitations, come and go as they please 
when not at work. 

At one Georgia camp the county war- 
den who came for his quota of con- 
victs ordered the uswal shackles nut 
upon one of these trusties who had fall- 
en to his lot. 

“You needn't put shackles on that 
man,“ said the warden, “I'd stack my 
life on his not trying to escape.” 

“I have my orders, said the county 
warden, and he'll have to wear the 
shackles.” 

The chains were thereupon riveted to 
the trusty’s legs. 

Not only that, but as a rule the light 
chains used for shackles in the lease 
camp have been replaced in many in- 
gtances by chains two or three times 
as heavy, which adds that much burden 
and discomfort to the man’s move: 
ments. 

No More Chance to Make Money. 

Another thing that many of the more 
diligent and energetic convicts will miss 
is the opportunities afforded them in 
the lease camps to accumulate money. 

In practically all of the lease camps 
it has been the custom to pay the con- 
victs for all work they put in in ad- 
dition to the hours in which they were 
permitted to be worked by the state. 

One negro recently left the coal mines 
in Walker county after a service E 
fourteen years with $800 in cash. He 
went back to his home in Harris coun- 
ty and bocght him a farm. 

A white convict left the Ohatta- 
hoochee brick yards on April 1 with 
approximately $600 to start life anew. 

Of course, worked by the counties un- 
der state supervision, this opportunity 
will be gone. The convicts will simply 
have to work out their sentences, with 
pardon or commutation as their only 
hope. 

Some of the convicts, too, expressed 
the fear they would not fare as well in 
the road camps as they did where they 
have been. Particularly do they shrink 
at the idea of being cooped up in the 
iron-barred wagon cages, which will be 
used as temporary stockades when 
fangs are out on road work. 

Regulations Are Strict.

they are rigidly enforced. 

Some of the counties have been com- 
plaining already of the severity of these 
regulations, and have made the claim 
that observance in some instances will 
be difficult and expensive. This, how- 
ever, is not the commission's lookout, It 
has provided a set of regulations under 
which all convicts shall receive hu- 
mane treatment and good rations, and 
with their enforcement there should be 
no special reason for complaint. 


More Inspectors to Be Appointed. 

To the end that it may know that 
these regulations are being observed in 
the county camps, the prison commis- 
sion will arrange at once to put on add! 
tional inspectors. There are only four 
of these now; and these have had to 
inspect approximately fifty camps once 
eath month. 

In order to inspect about 105 camps 
once a month, it will de necessary at 
least to double this force of inspectors. 
But the commission is determined that 
the monthly inspections, shall be made, 
and that the rules shall be observed. 

It is not the commission's purpose at 
Present, however, to take any steps in

together with the light chain they 
wore, while at work, attached to a 
heavy driving chain, they were march- 
ed from the stockade to Chattahoochee, 
a station on the Southern road, about 
200 yards from the stockade, where 2 
epecial train was waiting to carry 
them into. the city, from which point 
they were shipped to their several des- 
tinations. 

Those who could not wait for the 
Special train hurried on to the street 
car line, near by, and, with guards, 
heavily armed, stationed at the front 
and rear doors, came on into the city 
in that way. 

The convicts marching to the car line 
attracted a great deal of attention as 
they passed through the Whittier Mill 
district, rear the stockade. That the 
“negroes marching to pastures new were 
happy, there was slight doubt among 
the ones wno saw them. In each gang 
there appeared a musician, with his 
banjo or guitar swumg jauntily over 


his shéulder. 

They walked with heads thrown 
back, as if to drink deep the air of the 
new-found, temporary freedom. They 
appeared eager to go on the promise 
of new sights and new scenes appeal- 
ing to them strongly. 

County Officials Who Got Men. 

The first squad to get away was that 
for Elbert and Clarke county, in 
charge of Warden E. F. Cleveland and 
County Commissioner J. C. Thomas, of 
Elbert county, and Warden F. P. Mann, 
of Clarke county. 

The second crew was that bound for 
Madison and Oglethorpe counties, in 
charge of Warden J. H. Bulloch, Guard 
J. B. Wooten and County Commissioner 
H. H. Tolbert; of Madison county, and 
. R. Truitt, warden of Oglethorpe 
county, with County Commissioner W. 
J. Knox. 

“Sheriff’ John Callaway, of Wilkes 
county, now ‘commissioner of that 
eountyv, and its political king, was at 
the camp to get the Wilkes county del- 
egation, which he took away on the 
early morning train. 

The special train provided by the 
Southern to transfer the convicts from 
the camp to the city was quickly fill- 
ed. The train was almost as full of 
dogs as it was of convicts, for, pecu- 
liarly enough, nearly every negro con- 
vict in the camp had his dog, which 
the guards were kind enough to per- 
mit to go along with them. The love 
and affection which they would have 
given to others had they been free was 
given to these dogs. 

Willie Young, a long-time convict, 
an old-time darky, a great favorite 
at the camp, was keeping the Carroll 
county car in a good humor by his 
sayings, songs and stories. He was 
leaning out the car window, when the 
train pulled out, shouting: and waving 
his hand, as were many others, to the 
Wilkes county delegation waiking o 
the street car line. 

Warden F. J. Sharp, 
Hambrick and Commissioner G. P. 
Braswell, of Carroll county, were in 
charge of a special car consigned to 
that county. 

Shortly after | o'clock a special train

arrived at the Miller Union Stock 
Yards, near the city, where the con- 
victs from the Durham and Lookout 
Mountain coal mines were received, 
apportioned among the various coun- 
ties, Fulton county receiving all the 
white convicts.

sent out to the various counties in 
which they will work.

NEED 20,000 MEN 
FOR COAST DEFENSE 


Military Exercises to Be Held 
at Charleston, Savannah 
and Mobile. 


Washington, April 1.—Continuing its 
policy of training men of the organ- 
ized militia of the seacoast states for 
duty at the various coast artillery posts, 
the war department already has begun 
preparations for the joint army and 
Militia coast defense exercises, to be 
held during the coming summer. Lieu- 
tenant Colonel E. M. Weaver, chief of

“Fulton county certainly got the short 
end of the convict apportionment at 
the Chattahoochee Brick Company 
plant,“ said Assistant Superintendent 
S. H. Donaldson yesterday, when 


last to leave the stockade. 
arrived at the camp, shortly before 7 
o'clock, the convicts selected for this 
county were the only ones there. The 
Other officials had gotten theirs and 
gone. Had he been disposed to object 
it would have been fruitless, for there 
were no others to select from. 

“I got the cripples and the sick, too,” | 
he concluded. Captain Donaldson was 
ander the impreseion that when he ar- 
rived all of the convicts would be there, 
and at 7 o'clock, with the other county 
Officials, would pick out their men, 
taking turn about at selecting. He 
found, however, that the men had been 
apportioned and when he arrived they 
were the only ones there. 

It was different with the Fulton coun- 
ty convicts from any others taken 
away. The others were taken as de- 
livered, clothed and shackled. The 
Fulton county contingent was refitted 
on the premises, leaving behind a moun- 
tain of old shoes, old underefothing and 
old convict suits. Each wore a new 
outfit from the crown of his head, a 
black furry cap, to his feet, a pair of 
heavy brogane. 

When the Fulton county wagons ar- 
rived with the guards and deputies, 
the latter came into the yarde bring- 
ing on their shoulders bales of clothing, 
boxes of shoes and bundles of under- 
wear. 

„Strip“ was the word passed around 
and soon a hundred convicts of both 
colors were shivering in the early 
morning sunlight, for it was only a lit- 
tle after 7 o'clock, as they made a 
quick <hange from the company to the 
county clothing. 

The task Was not done before the 
blacksmith from the county camp ar- 
-rived with heavy shackles, anvils and 
sledge hammers to make the change in 
anklets. g 

As fast as they changed clothes they 
marched up to the improvised. black - 
smith shop, where the light chains of 
the company were cut off with a cold 
chisel handled by a convict blacksmith, 
who whipped them off and riveted the 
heavy ankiets and bradded them, at- 
tending to them all and then having his 
Own attended to. There was one con- 


change and it looked for awhile as 
though he might resist, but he did not, 
and sullenly came up and was attend- 
ed to like the rest. 

Mr. Donaldson told them that the 
heavy chains did not mean they were 
to be kept that way, but that for a 
while until they got all straigtitened 
out they would remain, and then lighter 
and no chains would follow, as their 
conduct warranted. 

But the hardest thing for them was 
their separation from their little treas- 
ure trunks. .Captain Donaldson gave it 
out that nothing was to be taken from 
the camp to the county camp. This 
meant the leaving behind or shipping 
away of their hoardings. Many made 
arrangements with the company guards 
to express them to their families, mir- 
rors, extra clothing, towels, hair oil, 
perfume, love letters and the _ like. 


in their hands—writing paper and the 
like—were allowed. All knives were 
tabooed and razors, too. 

It took two hours to make the change 
and when the five wagons were loaded 
with the sixty-odd convicts and had 
rolled away, the last of the convict 
lease system was at an end in Fulton 
county.

GOVERNMENT RECEIPTS 
For Month of March Show a 


Gratifying Increase. 


April I.—The monthly 
statement of the government receipts 
and. expenditures for March shows a 
gratifying increase in the receipts, both 
as to customs and internal revenues. 

While as a whole they do hot equal 
those of the period just before the 
panic of 1907, the receipts from cus- 
toms are ,within a million dollars of 
the figures for March of last year; the 
internal revenue receipts, however, are 
Over two million dollars short of March, 
1907. 

The expenditures continue to increase, 
although they are considerably less 
than was anticipated one month ago. 

The total March receipts are $53,377,- 
‘O12, and the expenditures $56,444,534, 
having a deficit for the month of $3,- 
067,522. The receipts from customs 
during March, 1909, amounted to $28,- 
631,736, an increase over March 1908, 
of $7,476,000. Internal revenue yielded 
$19,964,325, an increase of about $444,- 
000 over March, i908. The miscel- 
laneous receipts also were slightly in 
excess of those for March 1008. 

The expenditures were over 83,000. 
000 in excess of March !908. The civil 
and miscellaneous item showed an in- 
crease of over $1,000,000; the war item 
an increase of $1,400,000, and the navy 
an increase of $400,000.

“Take these numerous and great sky- 
scrapers of this city—no town in the 
south has so many of them, not even 
New Orleans, nor even the great city of 
San Francisco—and their number and 
beauty is not excelled in St. Louis or 
Kansas City. Flattering as this is to 
this city, these offices seem to ‘be all 
rented and I am surprised to even state 
that I think the demand exceeds the 
supply. To one who thinks, it is but 
natural to inquire the main or inducing 
cause for this growth and this progress, 
I attribute it to two things mainly: in 
the first place, Georgia was the first 
state that was reconstructed in the 
south, and Atlanta has been Georgia 
since the war, in just the same sense 
that Athens was to Greece, and Paris is 
France. So, since the war, Georgia has 
had the first statesmanship of any state 
in the south, and it has always held 
wide the gates to emigration and capi- 
tal. Then the other factor is that the 
business men and citizenship of At- 
lanta have always hung and worked (o- 
gether, and done everything in their 
power to advertise and boost the town. 
In my opinion, if they have not already 
done it, they should build a temple to 
the old heroes, such as Kimball, Adatr, 
the Lowrys, but it were invidious to 
enumerate since the line would run out 
to the ‘crack of doom.’ 


“Its citizens will stay in the forefront, 


just as these old ones of the past led 
the van. ven now I understand that 
its people are holding a convocation 
considering a commission form of mu- 
nicipal government. We have tried and 
are still trying that in Texas, and it 
has proved entirely satisfactory in the 
city of Galveston. In my city it has 
been considerably agitated and may be 
tried most any year. However, being 
a lawyer and conservative, I consider 
it with askance. It seems to me a de- 
part ure from, or at least a step away, 
from a representative form of local 
government, in that most of the wards 
have no local representative to represent 
them in the council, but it may be that 
a commission of three or five, upon a 
salary, devoting all their time would 
become experts and could study the 
local interest more thoroughly and give 
better and more lasting improvements 
than business men who at best can 
give only a small segment of their time 
to the work in hand, but, of course, men 
who have studied these questions are 
much more capable to talk about them 
than I am. '

WOMAN MEETS DEATH 


Going to See Husband in 
Penitentiary. 


Ten-Year-Old Son Had Nar- 
row Escape—Engime of the 
Georgia Road Knocked Him 
Off Bridge. 


Brown House, Macon, Ga., April 
(Special.)—Caught on the trestle of the 
Georgia road over Walnut creek, a short 
distance out of Macon, Mrs. Imogen 
Compton, 35 years of age, was knocked 
40 feet to the gound below and in- 
stantly killed.

The en- 
gineer allowed his train to pass on over 
the boy so he could get out, and when 
the train crew went back they found 
the mother lifeless. Her remains were 
brought.on to Macon and prepared for 
burial at Burghard's undertaking estab- 
lishment. 

Mrs. Compton resided in south Georgia 
and was passing through to her former 
residence, near Athens. She had applied 
to Mayor Miller for transportation, but 
through some mistake she left without 
getting the tickets.

Priest Says He Was Not Treat- 
ed Fairly by Kieran——Enor- 
mous Bonuses Paid to the 
Banks by Kieran to Get 
Money. 


Cleveland, Ohio, April I. —-Father Wil- 
liam McMahon, who filed a petition in 
bankruptcy in the federal court here 
Wednesday as a result of his connection | 
with the enterprises fathered by P. J. 
Kieran, president of the Fidelity Fund- 
ing Company, made a statement regard- 
ing his affairs today. While he believes 
Kieran did not treat him fairly in every 
instance, the priest maintains that cal 
Kieran had been successful in getting 
all the money he needed to float his 
schemes, everything would have come 
out all right. 

“I first suspected that Kieran’s plans 
were not working out well when I heard 
he was paying large bonuses on loans, 
said Father McMahon. ‘He often paid 
a bank a bonus of from 25 to 30 per 
cent on the face of the note upon which 
the loan was obtained. In one instance, 
he gave a banker a single bonus of $50,- 
000. When I inquired into these bonuses 
and asked the banks why they would 
accept them if they felt that the notes 
were secured, I received no answer.“ 

Kierman Makes Statement. 

New York, April I. -P. J. Kiernan, 
formerly president of the Fidelity Fund- 
ing Company, made the Tollowing state- 
ment today, answer to Father Me- 
Mahon: ‘ 

In the transaction with Rev. 
McMahon, acting for St. 
church, the Fidelity Funding Company 
loaned him $20,000 and his mortgage 
is drawn at the rate of interest that 
was agreed upon between him and my- 
self at the time. Father McMahon gave 
me no notes, nor did St. Bridget’s church 
in connection with this mortgage, and 
any statement to thai effect is untrue. 
He thas borrowed from the /Fidelity 
Funding Company and from me person- 
ally, since that time, over $23,000, and 
we hold his notes for $17,800. 

“Father MoMahon, J. P. Madigan and 
myself are indorsers on some church 
paper amounting in all to $53,000, which 
is amply, guaranteed and is held by a 
bank in Toronto, Canada, and, in addi- 
tion to this, the bank holds $20,000 of 
collateral of my own, which they can 
sell at any time for the face of it. 

“Father McMahon, J. P. Madigan and 
myself are makers of two notes which 
are held at the present time by the Car- 
negie Trust Company, amounting in all 
to $466,000, and amply secured by good 
collateral. This ‘collateral belongs to 
me and was pledged by me for these 
loans, and they joined me in these loans 
for the reason that they expected to 
make a large profit out of the transac- 
tion. 


Doesn’t Kuen Where Money Weat. ~ 


“TI, at the i.qguest of J. P. Madigan 
and Father McMahon, signed notes for 
$40,000, which Madigan had cashed in 
the Euclid Avenue Trust Company, and 
I know nothing of where the proceeds 
of these notes went to, as not one dollar 
of them ever came into the hands of 
either the Fidelity Funding Company or 
myself. 

“Father McMahon has not been called 
upon to meet any of the obligations 
in which he appears with me or the 
Fidelity Funding Company, as indorser, 
and furthermore, will not be called 
upon in the future. 

Father McMahon at all times before 
bonuses, in matters in which he was 
jointly interested with me, were paid, 
knew all about them before they_were 
paid and agreed to them, and further- 
more it was the carrying of the obliga- 
tion indefinitely for the churches and 
institutions that made these bonuses 
necessary. They would borrow money 
temporarily on their notes and think 
the giving of the notes paid them, not 
even paying interest, let alone the prin-

LEAVENWORTH PRISON 
GUTTED BY FLAMES 


Soldiers Called Out to Guard 
800 Prisoners—Four Build- 
ings Destroyed. 


Fort Leavenworth, Kas., April 1.—It 
took 1,200 United States soldiers to 
maintain order and to prevent prison- 


ers from escaping during a fire which 
destroyed four buildings of the fed- 
eral military prison here early today, 

All the 800 prisoners were marched 
out of their cell houses, when it séem- 
ed that the whole prison certainly 
would be destroyed, and were held un- 
der heavy military guard until the fire 
was under control. Then, after some of 
the cell houses had cooled sufficiently, 
they were marched back again. 

When the fire was started there was 
glee among the prisoners. “Let it 
burn,” they yelled. The water pressure 
was very poor, ana, as the water sput- 
tered uselessly from the hose, the pris- 
oners laughed and cheered. The flames 
leaped higher, and a gust of wind 
whipped smoke into the nearest of the 
three cell houses. 

The tone of the prisoners changed 
then. For God's sake, take us out!” 
they screamed, battering against the 
steel bars in terror. Colonel Loughbor- 
ough saw the danger when the flames 
got very near the cell houses, and or- 
dered the prison provost guard to un- 
lock the doors. The 800 prisoners fell 
in, each convict with hig hands on the 
shoulder of the man in front of him. 
At double-quick they marched to the 
farthest corner of the prison inclosure, 
where they huddled, while 100 prison 
guards awed them with leveled rifies. 
Two of the terror-stricken convicts 
fainted. 


NOT TO CLOSE YET, 


Ensley Steel Plant Will Remain 
in Operation. 

New York, Apri !.—The plant of the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad Com- 
pany, at Ensley, Ala., will remain in 
operation probably until April lo and 
possibly longer. Previously it had been 
announced that the plant would de 
Closed on April !, but E. H. Gary, 
chairman of the board of directors of 
the United States Steel Corporation, to- 
day authorized a statement that the 
establishment had enough ‘orders on 
hand to continue operations for a time. 
New orders for steel rails have been 
issued, and it is stated that other con- 
tracts in prospect may keep the plant 
busy later than April 10.

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SHIP BLOWN TO PIECES 
AND 12 MEN KILLED 


Many Others Were Injured. 
Tank Bark Wrecked at 
Marseilles. 


(Marseilles, April }.—The French tank 
bark Jules Henry, Captain Escoffler. 
in the oll trade between Philadelphia 
and Cette, blew up this morning and 
was practically totally wrecked. Twelve 
members of her. crew were killed and 
many others wounded. The bark ar- 
rived at Cette March 22 from Philadel- 
phia. 

A representative of the Veritas agency, 
accompanied by the second officer, was 
inspecting the vessel at the time she 
blew up. In the course of their work 
the two men entered the tank hold. 
Immediately after, there was a tremen- 
dous explosion. The entire deck of the 
bark was lifted, and the forward por- 
tion of the ship was wrenched off. 

Twenty men of the crew at work paint- 
ing and repairing were blown into the 
air. Great sheets of fire shot op from 
the vessel, and in a few seconds she was 
enveloped in flames. 

Prompt aid came from neighboring 
ships in the harbor, but it was impos- 
sible for the small boats to get close 
in to the burning vessel. Six burned 
and mutilated bodies have been recover- 
ed from the floating wreckage. A num- 
ber of wounded men also have been 
brought ashore. Others still are miss- 
ing, and undowbtedby perished. The sec- 
ond officer and the agency inspector 
were thrown high in the air by the 
force of the explosion. They are still 
alive, but are not expected to live. 

The Jules Henry discharged her cargo 
at Cette and arrived here March 27, 
with her tanks empty, for inspection. 
It is presumed that the oil fumes in the 
tanks exploded.

Later in the day two boys were 
digging in the cellar and noticed that the 
brick floor had been tampered with. One 
of them raised a brick and the face of 
the dead woman was revealed. More 
of the floor was taken up and the body 
of Mr. Krueger was found buried with 
his head at the feet of his wife. Both 
had been stabbed to death, presumably 
with a butcher's knife. 

It is not known just when the mur- 
der occurred, as the Kruegers were 
last seen alive on ay evening dy 
M. Soboleski, a tailor, who last Satur- 
day paid Mr. Krueger $2,000 as part 
payment for the purchase of the farm.

Adel, Ga., April !.—(Special.)—A 
statement of the facts about south 
Georgia and its progress may seem ex- 
aggeration; but as a matter of fact, 
this section ig the coming cougtry, not 
only of the state, but of the south. 

Since I am in Berrien county, we will 
take this county as an example. The 
figures here seem incredible. Between 
1900 and 1906, the value of all prop- 
erty in Berrien county tncreased 50 per 
sent. A dozen years ago, in the ter- 
ritory which is now Berrien county, 
there was not a bank. Today there 
are nipe prosperous banks in Berrien 
county. The four principal towns of 
Berrien county, Nashville, Adel, Min- 
town and Sparks, had an aggregate 
population of 2,000 in 1900; today these 
four towns have/an aggregate popula- 
tion of 6,000, an increase of 200 per 
cent in ten years.

Few 
people away from here know the truth 
about south Georgia.

Twen- 
ty years ago this little spot of mother 
earth was nothing more than any 
other lonely spot in these piney woods. 
The Georgia Southern and Florida 
railroad, twenty years ago, came this 
way, and when it got to a mile post 
here, it said Adel.“

beng, Bog scale by pre- 
rs... professional ele- 
ment on the floor of the stock ex- 
change, on evidence of this realizing, 
added the weight of extensive short 
sales; and worked for a reaction by of- 
fering prices at concessions. It was in 
the face of these adverse conditions that 
the market demonstrated most striking- 
its resistance power. Pressure to 
realize was lessened as prices 
and protective measures were added by 
pushing prices upwards at new points.

Foreign Finances. 

London, April 4.—The rate of discount 
of the Bank of England was reduced 
today from 3 to 2% per cent. This is 
the first change since January 14, when 
the rate was advanced from 2% to 3 per 
cent, mainly for the purpose of build- 
ing up the bank's gold reserve. The 
steady influx of gold from all quarters, 
especially from America, directed the 
directors of the bank to reduce the rate 
to 2% per cent at today’s meeting.
